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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's 
submission filed on 10/29/2007 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 16-19, 25 and 26 were amended. Claims 9-15 cancelled. Claims 1-8 and 16-26 are 
currently pending with the application. 

Applicant's amendment and the arguments filed 09/28/2007, with respect to the claims have been 
fully considered and are persuasive to overcome the prior art rejections cited in the last Final Action. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8 and 16-26 are allowed as amended. Claims 1-8 and 16-24 were originally 
prosecuted. Claims 25-26 were subject to restriction per the office action 09/27/2006. Applicants 
unexpected results with diethanolamides overcomes the prior art by Nishizawa et al (US 6,551,671). An 
updated/revised search did not result in any new prior art of record that either teaches or fairly suggest 
applicant's composition or a method of making the composition. 

Claims 1-8 and 16-24 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821.04(B), claim 25 drawn to an intermediate and claim-26, directed to the process of making 
or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 09/27/2006 is hereby 
withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, 
applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
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claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the
